prison for no offence save that which was 
laid upon him by the hand of the Almighty 
who £ave him his form and color, were hun- 
ted down by government hell-hounds, hissed 
on by the entire Democratic party, stripped 
of their property and cast into prison by a 
wicked, coveteous, unrighteous and unjust 
judge, upon false testimony and before a 
packed jury, and their friends, or the citizens 
of our State were powerless te act in behalf 
of a citizen thus outraged. Our State courts 
had been over ridden, our Supreme judges 
had been compelled to succumb to a set of 
petty, soulless commissioners, appointed by 
Government, espre*s!y for their willingness 
to do me:m things for pay; and all this and 
mere too. was upheld by the Democracy, as 
one of the necessary compromises of the 
Constitution on the subject of human bun- 
daze. 
It was a test of Democracy, that in 


order to bo a true disciple, a man must ac- 
knoivledge the divine right of what was 
termed the Southern States, to hold human 
beings in slavery, and deal in human tiesh, 
and it was further ordniaed that every good 
Democrat should hold himself in readiness 
to lay hands upon every poor human being 
who thould be found Seeing from oppression 
and in search of a land where they could 
claim their God-given rights—the right to 
their own iiesh and blood, and force them 
back into the land of whips and chains, a 
thing, a chattel. It was claimed that the 
constitution required of every Northern man 
that he i-hould do this mean thing. Every 
Deraocrat, no matter whether he could read 
or not, became r. profound Constitutional 
lawyer. The Republican party demurred to 
this trampling upon State Rights, and the 
rights of conscience by tho Federal Govem- 
xaent, and in some states, enacted what was 
termed "Personal Liberty Bills" as a protec- 
tion to ths rights of conscience 


There is no necessity for our goiag into a 


detail of what transpired during the few 
ye?75 this hellish enactment was in force and 
blackening the record of our nation so indel- 
ibly that ages of true Christian pennance will 
i>2 required to wipe- it out. The Democracy, 
of course, for this base act of treachery to 
the party which elected him, and the aban- 
donment of every prinripls he had ever ad- 
vocated, took Mr. Fiiuiore into their embrace 
and held him up 50 long as they could use 
hira, and then threw him down, where he 
lays to this day, with a reputation so rotten 
that none care to disturb him. 


We have not written these things that ev- 


erybody, aad especially eve'.*y Democrat, 
knows to be true, for the purpose of raking 
up any ill feeling between ourselves and the 
Democrats, but simply to show the similarity 
in th« tv<o enactments : the Fugitive Slave 
Law and the Civil Rights Bill, and to show 
the position the Demccrats have taken on 
the two bills. 


The following extract from the Chicago 


Ksp'Mkan, states the case correctly, so far 
as the Fugitive Slave Law is concerned, and 
for this infamous law, Andrew Johnson, who 
was in Congress at the time, gave his approv- 
al and his vote, without discovering that it 
was unconstitutional, and that it infringed 
upon the rights of States: 


"In the case of the Fugitive Slave Law, 


Congress directed that in order to secure the 
return of fugitives to slavery, the Federal 
Courts should appoint as many commission- 
ers as need be to hear and determine the 
cases, and their decisions were to be final. 
It provided for an array of marshals, irith 


subsequent promises to stand by the Union 
party, he was taken up by that party 
and made Vice President of the United 
States. Of course, he was bitterly denounc- 
ed by the Democracy as a loeritlt tailor 
and a drunken sot. It is unnecessary for us, 
at this time, to speak of the causes that ele- 
vated him to tho head of this great nation, 
and the profusion of pledges he voluntarily 
made to itand by the party that olected him, 
ana to punish treason, protect the Freedmen, 
Sec. About four millions of these Frcedmen 
after having toiled for years for the benefit of 
others, had been turned out into the world, 
penniless, in the land their labor had enrich- 
ed, but it is a land full of bitterness towards 
them, because they now have a right to work 
for themselves, and in order to prelect those 
Freedmen from this unfriendly feeling, and 
from unfriendly legislation in those States 
where this prodjudice exists, it became neces- 
sary for tho representatives of the loyal peo- 
ple in Congress, to pass what is termed the 
"Civil Eights Bill;" a bill similar in its op- 
erations to the Fugitive Slave Law, that is, 
so far as its bearing upon States Eights is 
concerned ; but there is this trifling differ- 
ence, the Civil Rights Bill instead of operat 
ing in favor of slavery and the oppression of 
God's creatures, was enacted expressly for 
the purpose of securing to every human be 
ing born in the United States, equal rights 
It interfered with the rights of no one, o: 
cept the right of ono person to interfere with 
rights of another. It interfered with the 
rights of no state, except its right to taki 
away ths rights of any American born citi 
zen." 
It simply gives the right to every 


American citizen, regardless of color, when 
ever a State government refused to recog 
nize their rights as citizens, to appeal to tin 
Federal Courts for redress. 
In short, it wa: 


simply a law through which the governmen 
could enforce the rights of all its citizens 
and punish those who attempt to depriv 
any citizen of his rights. It was a law basei 
upon the very principles laid down in th 
teachings of Christ; and yet, in the face an> 
eyes of all his pledges to be the Mosos of th 
Freedmen, and his position on the Fugitiv 
Slave Law, Andrew Johnson vetoes the bil 
or, in other words, returns it to the Senat 
with a long mess of twaddlo about a "nigge 
being as good as a white man, or better tha 
a foreigner." 
When foreigners complain o 


their treatment in this country, it will b 
time enough for the President of this grea 
nation to pitch in to tho negroes. But h 
main objection was based upon the uncon 
stitutionality of (he bill, to which the De- 
mocracy all say amen, and take him lovingly 
into their embrace.

State 
Oflceis, from Governors down to constables, 
were amenable to prosecution before Federal 
Commissioners and courts at any moment, 
for any violation or obstruction of this law, 
and for any refusal to assist the United States 
officers in its execution."
